Special Ag ent of the . U.S. Secret Service, Springfield, 
Missouri. I [ showed me a copy of a hand printed 

note, v/hicn.^ contained a threat> and was presumably mailed 
to your office in Washington. It was apparently screened 
out of your mail by some member of your staff and turned 
over to the Secret Se rvice fo^ investigation. The letter

I was shocked when showed me the note. It 

took me some time to rediiy aigoaij tho fantaatlo meanirg of 
the note, i had nothing to do with writing such a thin? and 
I \7as staggered to comprohond who might dlalll?s m enough to 
do such a vile, diabolical, malignant sort of thing. 'Mo 
obvious intent was that ooraaono really wanted to oauao 
for 013, but who v/as the fpidstlon? 


An institution such as the Medloal tinntor ia an 
environment to say th© least and a iilaea whara it, le difficult 
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to be friendly to everyone. I am a reserved person by nature; 

I have preferred not to become involved in the complex pro- 
blems of the average person around me here. In the psycho- 
pathology of some of the people I have found in this type of 
institution even that sort of attitude is sometimes resented 
and can be taken as an affront. It is amazing how small things 
can ^become a major stimuli to resentment and anger in such an 
environment. An injured ego can become dangerous. 


The institution permits uncensored and sealed letters 
to be mailed out by the inmates to Senators, Congressmen, and 
etc. The note was apparently mailed from this institution in 
the period of from September 7th to the 12th. I have had to 
go back and think out who I could have’ offended in even the 
most minor way since X have been here. It is a can of v;orms 
to try and figure out the motivations of some of these people. 
After a great deal of serious thought I pinned it dov;n to one 
individual v/ho was transferred to the ’C.S. Penitentiary at 
Lewisburg, Pennsylvania in the immediate time interval coin- 
ciding with the mailing of the note. I am more than 90^ 
certain as to his responsibility for writing the note and 
printing my name on it. Xt would be his v/ay of doing evil. 


X have cooperated with 


to the very best of ray 


ability in tracking the thing down. I have given him specimens 
of my own printing and offered to take a polygraph or any other 
test to absolve myself of any responsibility for the matter. 

X am absolutely certain of the intent of the person who put my 
name to the note which was mailed to you; ' it was to cause 
trouble and worry for me. He certainly picked the most vulner- 
able way to harm me. 


X have a deep empathy for your anxieties and worries; X 
would certainly not wish to add one iota tO your personal 
burdens. X know that you and members of your family have gone 
out of your way many times to assist and help the unfortunate. 
X personally hope that you will enjoy a long, happy, and 
successful tenure in the Senate. 


X know that this is a strange letter under the circum- 
stances, but X felt you deserved an explanation. I hope it 
will allay any anxiety on your part. It was a bad thing to 
happen to me at this particular time, because I am trying to 
do my utmost to put the pieces of my own life back together 
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so I can do something constructive in the future. It has 
been an uphill battle for me to put my ovm house in order 
and it has really hurt to know that someone would do such 
a weird thing to hurt me# 

•I want to thank you for your indulgence. I hope that 
it will provide you information and understanding. With my 
best personal regards for the health and happiness of your 
family, I remain.
